partments, parking areas, es- 
slablishment of a truck route. 
SEVERAL PERSONS by-pass 
cd the issue proposed by Mayor 
Boyd designed to aid Iho coun­ 
cil in channeling o'! capital ! 
outlay funds, explaining that 
they wished more time to con­ 
sider the projects. 
Speaking in favor of the golf 
course, oi more specifically ac­ 
quisition of land at this time, 
were: Attorney Saul Ruskin, Dr. 
James Potter, Gerrge Brown. 
Herman Reich, A.r.s. Sidney 
Noles, Sam Levin. Dr. Arthur 
Hoff and in assenting manner, 
Councilmen Frank Miller and 
Ruth Hardy. 
"A GOLF COURSE i.s most 
important," Brown said, " to 
meet the competition offered 
by other areas ol Southern Cal 
ifornia as well as olher states" 
Whether the course is construct­ 
ed now or 10 years from now, 
it will have to be constructed 
for Palm Springs to continue 
its leadership, he added. 
Reich proposed acquisition of 
land now, which action he 
termed of “paramount import­ 
ance to Palm Springs,” and Dr. 
Potter cited the construction of 
a course “one of the best things 
to attract tourists.” 
A NEW AUDITORIUM came in 
for support by Dr. Hoff, schools' 
suporinte-.dent, D. B. Carlin 
and Tom Kielcy. Kieley said 
that it was neeesary to take 
care of a “new market — the

Endorsement of 
Thoroughbred Plan 
Voted Last Week 
Thoroughbred racing receiv­ 
ed unanimous support from two 
more civic groups last week, 
with the Retail Merchants As­ 
sociation o'f Palm Springs and 
the Hotel and Apartment House 
Association both adopting re­ 
solutions urging the California 
Horse Racing Board to grant a 
racing license to the Palm 
Springs Turf Ciub. 
A public hearing on the 
Palm Springs Turf Club appli­ 
cation will be held February 
16 at the Wars Memorial build­ 
ing, following by one day a 
similar hearing for a quarter- 
iiorse race track proposed by 
the Desert Turf Club. 
ACTION BY these two groups 
echoes the previous support 
given thoroughbred racing by 
tho Palm Springs Real Estate 
Board. 
The Merchants Association 
and the Hotel group both point­ 
ed out in their resolutions that 
they represent the two major 
categories of economic endea­ 
vor in Palm Springs with in­ 
vestments of “several millions 
of dollars" arid “in excess of 
sixty million dollars” respec­ 
tively. 
Each group pointed out that 
Palm Swings is a resort com­ 
munity In which tourists and 
visitors must be continually 
attracted by diversified recrea­ 
tional attractions and facilities, 
and added their belief that the 
Palin Springs Turf Club will of­ 
fer the added incentives needed 
to attract new visitors from all 
over the United States. 
FURTHER EXPLAINING their 
action, the two groups listed the 
following combined 
reasons 
for requesting the Horse Rac­ 
ing Board to grant a racing 
w permit to the Palm Springs Turt 
lo !Club: 
This plant, which i.s proposed 
initially for thoroughbred rac­ 
ing, is also designed as an 
ideal track for harness racing 
and quarterhorse racing, and 
for training all types of horses, 
which will attract substantial 
people and families for an ex­ 
tended period of time.

Palm Springs City Planning 
Commission 
tomorrow night 
will recommend to city council 
that Ramon road from the higli 
school lo the east city limits 
be adopted as the next gas 
tax fund road project. 
The commission pointed out 
that Ramon road is a major 
thoroughfare under the master 
street plan and the city's im ­ 
provement would bring the 
roadway up to the standard 
recently established by the 
county up to the city limits. 
The area to be covered is 
approximately one and three- 
fourth miles in length, and the 
project would include complete­ 
ly reconstructing anti paving of 
a 30-foot roadway. 
Estimated cost by Public 
Works Director John Keefe is 
from $50,000 to $53,000. 
If approved by council, it is 
believed that the work will be 
done in the Summer months of 
July, August and September.

STATE MEDICINE is not the remedy for the medical ex­ 
pense problem that lias brought so many American families to 
financial ruin the the past decade. Neither Congress nor the 
people generally favor state medicine. But we have been 
on the verge of it because of the position taken by the 
American Medical Association -— and the slowness of our 
big insurance companies to provide good medical coverage 
at reasonable rates. 
We are getting more action on the subject — from three 
directions. President Eisenhower came up with the sugges­ 
tion that the Federal government work out some plan to 
subsidize medical insurance. He believes the government 
could help some by this method. 
Congress recognized the problem when the Ways and 
Means committee catne up with a proposal recently to lower 
the percentage in excess of which doctors and hospital bills 
may be deducted. This provision will no doubt become ef­ 
fective this year — on the return filed next year. 
Largest and most successful plan developed by private en­ 
terprise is that of the Kaiser Foundation which operates 35 
private hospitals in this country . . . like the one in Fontana 
and the new one in Los Angeles. These hospitals and their 
staffs provide medical care in the home, doctor’s office and 
hospital for about $3.50 a month per person . . . families some­ 
thing like $6.95 a month . . . for a family of three or more. 
The founder of this plan — Henry J. Kaiser — spent last 
week in Paltn Springs. 
He considers health — along with 
housing and highways — essential to the future prosperity of 
the nation. An interesting development , the Kaiser hospital- 
medical plan is emphasis on preventative medicine which is 
helping reduce medical costs. 
There are quite a few new health insurance policies, some 
good, some fair, and some of little value. The terms and ex­ 
clusions must be scrutinized carefully. But relief is in sight 
for many in one way or another. The American Medical As­ 
sociation is awakening slowly from its attitude but still gives 
the Kaiser Foundation the cold shoulder. The fear of state 
medicine may shake the powerful AMA into its senses. 
TIIE RUSH OF HOMESTEADERS to Joshua Tree is on! 
Over 170.000 acres of land in the "High" Desert north of the 
town of Joshua Tree has been again made available for home­ 
steading after having been held up for almost a year. Claims 
were halted in March 1953 until the water supply needed for 
the Marine Corps Training Center nearby had been found 
to be adequate. The Navy gave the go-ahead last Friday. 
The land is divided into five acre tracts which may be 
homesteaded; hundreds of them had already been claimed 
when the halt was ordered. The rush was on in a big way over 
last weekend. People like these tracts for weekend home 
sites and the requirements for development are very small. 
"Five-acre cabins" are advertised for less than $500. 
As I have reminded readers before, keep your eyes on the 
"High Desert" from Yucca Valiev to Joshua Tree to Twenty- 
nine Palms. We are going to witness a steady growth up that 
way, accelerated now with the releasing of all of this land 
for homesteading and activating of the Twentynine Palms 
Training Center by the Marine Corps.
